EPISCOPAL AND METHODIST ONION. 

REPLY TO BISHOP HAVEN, 
„Mr Dear Disnor: I read your communication 
of last Sunday with mingled pleasure and pain, 
with pleasure that so eminent a Bishop and ser- 
vant of God finds so few obstacles ia the way of 
union between the Methodists and Episcopa- 
liaus; with pain that he eo indefinitely postpones 
this desired consummation, which many devout- 
ly pray for. 

The General Convention of the Episcopal 
Church has ordered that at all her Conventions 
a petition shall be offered, with the united suf - 
frages of the whole body of the faithful, that 
they may be saved from all error, ignorance, 
pride, and prejudice,’ aod to so direct. sancti- 
fy, and govern, . . by the mighty power of the 
Holy Ghost, that the comfortable Gospel 
of Christ may be truly preached, truly 
received, and truly followed in all 
places . til at length the whole 
of thy dispersed sheep, being gather- 
ed into one fold,” etc. In our moraing and evea- 
ing prayer we continually ask God's Spirits that 
all who profess and cali themselves Cliristians 
may hold the faith in unity of spirit.“ In our 
litany we pray for all Christian ralers,” which, 
by many in the Church, would include yourself 
and all governors of Christians; we pray for 
“unity” to all nations.” In the prayer for 
the whole state of Christ's Church militant we 
beseech Almighty God to inspire continually the 
universal Church with the spirit of truth, unity, 
and concord, and that all who do confess Thy 
Holy Name may live in unity and godly love.” 
In the invoeation in the communsion we beseech 
our Mercifal Fatber that all the partakers of the 
Holy Supper may be made one body with Him.” 
In the ordering of priests, the candidates prom- 
ise to set forwards peace and love among all 
Christian people.” The Bishops at their conse- 
cratiou make a promise to the same effect. 

The Committee on Church Unity appointed by. 
the General Convention of the entire Episcopal 
Church in the United States, and influenced by 
the foregoing prayers and language and tke 
epirit of the Liturgy, reported in 1856 that 
“tbe first step towards this happy and greatly- 
desired result (Christian union) must be sought 
in unity of spirit rather than unity of doctrine 
and discipline; and, therefore, mutual allow. 
ances and a large toleration are indispensable 
requisites, for which we should fervently and 
devoutly pray. We cannot but earnestly and 
affectionately recommend to our brethren and 
friends everywhere, io view of the momentous 
interests involved in the flual disposition of this 
question, to strive to keep the of the 
spirit in the bond of peace by doing to 
the merits of other systems; by Paige og a 
spirit of self-complacency and eelf-laudation ; 
by a more cordial manner towards minlsters of 
other religious bodies; by fruitfuiness in all 
* good works; our ministera more [fervid, self- 
aeuying, and laborious ; our people more char- 
itabie, exemplary, and devout.” The fourth 
resolution proclaims the desirableness of 
union awoogs? all Christians” aod gives the 
“pledge of willingness for such union on the 
part of the Episcopal Church.

Neither 
Methodist nor Episcopalian must give up any 
cherished sentiment or practice, nor permit any 
one to suffer thereby in any right or privilege. 

Our clergy generally would prefer to be sent 
by their Bishops to their fields of labor, as in 
conformity to Catholic practice and as the wiser 
system. They do not regard our vestry ar- 

ements as Scriptural or catholic, and would

THE “PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY” VS. 
CHRISTIANITY. 
REPLY TO JUDGE BOOTH. 
fo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Omicaco, Oct. 9.—One ef the greatest 
fallacies of the age is to imagime that any 
amount of human ingenuity, learning, critical 
acumen, or thoughtful study, independent of 
revelation, can bring men to a knowledge of 
God, or give them what is understood by re- 
ligion. Great praise is given to Plato because 
by unaided human reason he arrived at a faint 
conception of the immortality of the soul; but 
the origin and destiny of man—where he came 
from and whither he was teoding—is a problem 
that the greatest philosopbers were unable to 
solve. Man kuows absolutely nothing of God 
but what He Himself has revealed. Iven in 
these days of scientific research and varied 
human learning, one may study a lifetime and 
not come any nearer a knowledge of the Divinity 
ory His law than did the Pagan philosophers of 


In last Sunday's Ino was a report of an 
address delivered by the Hon. Judge Booth be- 
fore the Philosophical Society,” in which the 
Honorable gentleman, after reviewing the evi- 
dences of the Resurrection, ended by rejecting 
not only that doctrine but the divinity of Christ, 
and all Christianity.: If the aim of modern 
philosophy is to unsettle the foundations on 
wheih morality rests, it is no wonder that those 
who have the welfare of nations at heart should 
anathematize and condemn it; for the terrors 
of law will be unable to restrain men who be- 
lieve that ail the guilt and punishment of crime 
has its origin and end solely in the statute-boox. 

The doctrine of the resurrection ,dis)uted by 
the Honorable Judge isa factas firmly estab- 
lished as any other occurrence considere 
indisputable. It does not rest on any 
Divine revelation, nor solely on any 
infallible authority, but on uss good 
human testimony as could be required in any 
court of law. ‘The inspiration of the Bible is 
not necessary to prove it; consequently the doc- 
trine is not shaken in the least, even though the 
Bible were proved not inspired. As mere his- 
torical documents the Gospels will ant wer just 
as well. The diserepancies in the narration of 
events do not affect the truth of the statements, 
for every student of Scripture knows that no 
two evangelists relate the same circumetaneces in 
the same order, which in many instances causes 
an apparent contradiction. The objection of 
Judge Booth, that the evangelists wrote so long 

after the events they narrated that it was impos- 
sible to repeat from memory the tayings of 
Jesus Christ after that lapse of time,” is 80 
absurd as scarcely to merit a reply. The 
Gospels are only a summary of what the Aposties 
and Disciples had been preaching for years. Such 
events as recorded, coupled as thev always were 
with the discourses of Christ, must have been 
strongly impressed on the minds of hose Who 
wituessed them. Constant repetition would in- 
sure a faithful remembrance of them, and ena- 
ble the writers to give an accurate account of 
both, in substance if not in detail. If the learned 
Judge would read the Ats of the Apostics or 
the History of the early Church, he would see 
that on the day of Pentecost the Apost les boldly 
preached the doctrine of the resurrection in the 
very city of Jerusalem, and to the very people 
who had crucified Cbrist. The conversion of 
many of them to the Christian faith is one of 
the clearest evidences that the doctrine on which 
the Apostles grounded their preaching was not 
an invention of taeir own. To suppose that 
Christianity could have had such a beginning 
among the very people who bad either witnessed 
or taken part in the ignominious death of Christ, 
if it were founded on such a gross imposture, is 
opposed to common sense. Nothing would have 
been easier than to refute it, for the body of 
Christ after death was in the bands of the Jew- 
ish priests, and not of the Apostles. 

Denyiog the resurrection. the Judge goes a 
step further and denies the divinity of Christ, but 
admits that he could be accepted as tlie greatest 
and best example of virtuous manhooil , , , 
and would ever be revered as the purest and no- 
biest of men.” This has been triumpiantly an- 
swered by theologians. Either Christ was God, 
or he was the greatest impostor that ever lived. 
From the ae A beginning of His public Mfe 
He declared He was God, and that He 
came on earth to found 2 spiritual 
Kingdom, and save men from sin and eternal 
death. He gathered followers around Him, and 
made them believe that He gave them the 
same powers to preach, etc., as He bal; and yet 
more: He predicted that very resurrection that 

udge Booth denies. Even the very charitable 
acts done to His fellow-men were coupled with 
some extraordinary mauifestation or miracle, 
to make them believe He was God. Deny these 
miracles, and one has not a particle of evidence 
that He was any such man as Judge Booth be- 
lieves Him to have been. One must receive 
either the whole or none at all. To decide now 
what are the teachings of Christ, ani what the 
*‘coinings of the imagination,” wouk! be a dif- 
cult task even fora Philosophical Society, and 
could be uctive of no good; for if Obrist be 
not God His teachings have no more weight than 
those of any other man. 

However much Protestants (according to 
Judge Booth) may laugh at the prom algation of 
Papal infallibility, I hardly thipk they feel in- 
clined to do so at the havoc which bifidels and 
free-thinkers all over the world are now making 
with the foundations of their faith. The total 
rejection of all Christianity, as far as its teach- 
ing is concerned, is the principle of private

To render the occasion more exclusive and distinct- 


ive, Mr @ecided that only those hdieing tickets 
should be ted, and that these tickets should be 
distributed the leading members of the several 
cherches. The adoption and carrying out of this plan 
has caused anything but entire satisfaction among the 
citizens, and the most prominent of them, as well as 
many active churchmen, do pot hesitate to denounee 
Mr. Moody in most unmeasured terms. They feel and 
express very fraukiy that the doctrine of free salva- 
tion, in spite of all the evangelist’s professions, is not 
a part of his creed. 

The hall was well filled by the ticket-holders, but 
there was a potable absence of the lesding citizens ; 
and of Unitariams, Universalists, Episcopalians, and 
Ostholics there were scarcely amy representatives. 

The services, though commanding the closest atten- 
tiou and interest throughout, seemed to lack that mag- 
netic charm which has long been such a distinguishing 
feature of his discourses in Northfield, It may have 
been that the evangeliet wee jeborimg under indisposi- 
tion, for when he had finished he expressed himself to 
be in such a nervous state of mind that he was obliged 
to decline the congratulations of those who had been 
moved by bis powerful language, After prayer and 
singing Mr. Moody read a few passages from Scrip- 
ture, and then proceeded to instruct and enliven those 
whom he addressed as his fellow Christian workers. 

AT NORTHFIELD, MASS. 

The Northfield (Mass.).correspeodence of the 
Springfield Hepu n, of date Oct. 3, has the 
following : 

Mr. Moody's regular preaching service this after- 
noon, at the Congregational church, was largely attend- 
ed, It was a characteristic talk on Faith, He does 
not leave Northfield yet for good ; but will spend the 
week in New York and Philadelphia, coming back next 
Sunday. He gives out that his plans for the future 
with which his absence will have to do—are nearly ma- 
tured, but he doesn’t propose to tell the public what 
they are any more definitely yet awhile. It is estimat- 
ed that about fifty converts have been made as the re- 
sult of the late revival meetings, andthe Unitarians, 
not to be bebind, took in fourteen new members to- 
day. Mr. Moody has bought the Elisha Alexander 
homestead, which adjoins his mother’s farm, intend- 
ing to make it his summer home. 

MOODY AND SANK®Y IN NEW YORK. 

The latest arrangements made for Messrs. 
Moody and Sankey in New York are thus 
sketched by the Tribune of Oct. 4: 

A prominent clergyman, one of the Committee of 
Arrangements, said that so many rumors and mis- 
representations were in circulation, that he thought 
the public should know exactly what had been done in 
regard to the coming of Moody aud Sankey to New 
York. The Young Men’s Christian Association, as an 
Association, had nothing to do with inviting them to 
this city,—-their coming, and all the arrangements, 
being placed in charge of the Committee of twenty- 
six clergymen and twenty-five laymen, which was ap- 
pointed at the meeting held last June in regard to the 
matter. This Committee has sent an invitation, 
but it has not as yet been accepted. The 
last meeting of the Committee was on Fri- 
day at Association Hall, and it will probably 
meet again next Friday. Thus far little has been de- 
cided upon; the members of the Committee have 
looked at various buildings, but the Hippodrome is 
not regarded as suitable, on account of the difficulty of 
speaking in it, The prevailing idea seems to be that it 
will be best to erect a buiiding for the purpose, which 
will require at least $30,000. Commodore Vanderbilt 
bas offered lots in one or two places for this edifice, 
The time of the coming of Moody and Sankey is very 
uncertain, Should it be decided to erect a building, 
it could not be completed before the beginning of Jan- 
nary, Which is probably the earliest date at which there 
is any probability of their visit. It is a great deal 
more probabie that they will preach in Philadelphia or 
Boston before coming to New York than that they will 
Arst hold services in this city. 

While Moody and Sankey were in London no public 
appeals were made for money, ail expenses having 
been defrayed by private subscriptions, The same 
method will be pursued in this citv, and though no 
public subscriptions will be taken up, an opportunity 
will be given to persons to contribute privately. James 
M. Brown was appointed treasurer by the Committee 
of Arrangements, and fifty or one hundred men of 
means will be ready to be responsible for all outlay, 
Moody and Sankey will not receive a dollar from the 
general fund, or from the public as such, and if any- 
thing be given to them, it will be entirely in the form 
of private gifts. The twoevangelists say that they do 
not wieh to cometo New York for a revival, but to 
preach the Gospel, with the assistance of the clergy, 
without interfering with the churches in any way. 

BAPTIST MINISTERS OPPOSED TO MOODY. 

The members of the Baptist Ministers“ Con- 
ference of New York City held a meeting last 
week for the purpose of discussing an essay on 
‘* Evangelistic Suggestions,” which was read by 
the Rev. Thomas Armitage, D. D. The meeting 
was presided over by the Rev. Dr. Parmiy, of 
Jersey City. The discussion was general, the 
speeches being limited to five minutes. It was 
generally c that the real work of the 
year was to be done during this and the next 
two months. Various opinions were expressed 
regarding Moody and Sankey, the evaugeliets, 
but the majority seemed of the belief 
that the pastors of the city churches should 
take the more prominent part in the fight 
upoa Satan. Some believed that too much was 
expected of the evangelists, and that. perhaps, 
the pastors themselves could do as well, if their 
congregations would give them help. The orig- 
inal meauing of the word evangelist was also 
discussed. It was held to mean a person who 
wont to preach where the Gospel was hitherto 
unknown. A point made was that the evangel- 
iste, so-called, were often discourteous to the 
resident pastors. One gentleman, who said he 
had much experience, was not sure but what 
evangelists were as necessary as pastors. Their 
work was different, but he thought the one 
necessary to the other. Some men are admirably 
competent to preach the Gospel bere and there, 
but would not aus wer for pastors. Auother speak- 
er recognized the good of evangelists, nor was 
he certain but some of those present needed the 
immediate attention of Moody and Sankey. An- 
other pastor, who seemed opposed to evangel- 
ists, said most emphatically that the work to be 
done in New York City could not be done in a 
job.” Ia his opinion, job work was not the kind 
that the Father would bless. The work could 
best be done by individual exertions on the part 
of church members. One speaker, who said he 
had been a pastor for forty years, stated he had 
never had but one evangelist to help bim, and 
that was early in his ministry. But instead of 
blessing the Church, that evangelist literally 
cursed it, or rather attempted to do so by calling 
down a curse upon the Trustees. The effects of 
that mans actions bad never been obliterated 
from his memory, aud he was opposed to calling 
in any outsiders to their assistance.

DISSOLUTION OF THE BODY. 

In October, 1872, there was formed on the 
West Side a Presbyterian Church and Society 
known as Ashland Avenue Church, which, 
though small in numbers, was barmonious and 
unanimous in the support of the Rev. 
Arthur Swaser, who was called as pas- 
tor. For the first few months of its exist- 
poce the body worshiped in the Theolog- 
ical Seminary on the corner oo Warren avenue, 
but, about a year ago, they moved into the old 
Swedeuborgian Church, ou the corner of Ogden 
avenue and West Washington street. 

It had all along been the purpose of the Society 
to buy a lot and build a church for themselves; 
but, after a prolonged consultation, it became 
evident that the proposed chureb, if built at ail, 
would impose a large debt on the Society which 
they did not feel called upon to assume, Friday 
evening a meeting was held aud the following 
resolutions were adopted :

The congregation met, 
hidden in deep cellars or in the dark recesses of 
forests, whither no ray of the sun and the eye of 
no spy was able to penetrate, in order to spend 
the great day of the Lord in humility and afflic- 
tion. They had to fear no traitor from their 
own midst; they pever mised with people of au- 
other faith. It occasional'y happened that a 
Sabbatariaa married a Christian. girl, but dot 
until passed a year of striet probation, 
and only when she clung with heart and soul to 
the new faith was she allowed to become the 
wife of a son of the covenant.

Canada, having adopted the English prac- 
tice of having cases of alleged bribery at 
elections settled in the Courts and not by a 
partisan Legislature, has found that it is easy 
to detect and punish this crime, and that 
there is plenty of it to be detected. At the 
last Parliamentary election the Province of 
Ontario returned eighty-seven members. Pe- 
titions against thirty-two of them were filed. 
The Courts have already unseated eighteep. 
The Province of Quebec. is in an almost equal- 
ly bad plight. If we had anything that could 
be called an investigation of contested elec- 
tion cases, we might learn unpleasant truths 
of the same sort about certain sections of our 
country. 

The delegates of the Cincinnati Chamber 
of Commerce to the National Board of Trade 
recommended, some time since, that the body 
they represented should throw its influence 
in favor of introducing the postal-telegraph 
system into this country.

The bulk of the circulating medium of 
China consists of small copper coins called 
cash, 1,000 of which make 51. A cash is 
therefore worth about 1 mill. Between 1830 
and 1860 this coin became scarce. The then 
Emperor, the celebrated Fxz-ro-rum,—HE-EN 
Foone was his real name, but our rendering 
is more easy of remembrance,—resolved to 
make money plenty and cheap. He there- 
fore issued some millions of iron cash. The 
new coin was worth about half as much as 
the copper cash, but was decreed to be equal 
to it. he faith and resources of all China, 
however, could not keep the debased 
currency at par. It sank lower and 
lower as the quantity of it in- 
creased. In April, 1857, 1,000 copper cash 
were worth 5,700 in iron. Despite the 
enormous issues of the false coin, prices rose 
faster than money could be struck off. A 
number of banks cameinto being. The pub- 
lic mint was supplemented by private print- 
ing-presses. The paper cash depreciated 
with even greater rapidity than the iron ones. 
Early in the spring of 1858 a copper cash was 
worth between ten and twelve in bills. 
Money was cheap, but goods were high. Rice 
cost so much that a famine seemed near at 
hand. A somewhat rude remedy was chosen. 
Mobs sacked the banks, seized the Viceroy 
and hauled him around by his pigtail until 
the sufferings of Ansatom were wholly 
eclipsed. The demonstration secured its aim. 
The currency was brought back to par, and 
the almond-eyed Celestials have since then 
been contented with cheap rice and hard 
sé cash. * 


THE DEVIL-FISH OF CHICAGO, 

All readers of The Toilers of the Sea” 
will not fail to remember that eventful strug- 
gle of Guiarr on the Douvres rocks with 
the brute forces of Nature. After the hurri- 
cane, the shipwreck, cold, hunger, sickness, 
and superhuman labor and fatigue, came the 
crowning horror—the Devil-Fish.

It has slow- 
ly but surely twisted itself about the city. It 
has crept up to the very heart. It in now 
tightening the cord. It is worming its way 
into the vitals of the city with the steady 
persistence of a screw. 
patriotism, desire for puvlic good, honesty, 
and morality of purpose, as GLLLarr's Devil- 
Fish, and no more, Its blood-sucking in- 
stincts are the same. Asit resembles it in 
allits attributes and instincts, and as it is 
nameless, let us call it the Devil-Fish party. 

Victron Hvuso still further describes it: 
Its folds strangle, its contact paralyzes. 
It has an aspect like gangrened or scabrous 
flesh. It is a monstrous embodiment of dis- 
ease. It adheres closely to its prey, atid can- 
not be torn away.” The Devil-Fish party is 
a monstrous embodiment of disease.

The Devil-Fish party 
looks like Gruzarr’s monster. It is gan- 
grened, and scabrous, and festering with 
corruption, and it adheres as closely to its 
prey as its marine prototype.

only devour you; the Devil-Fish, horrible, sucks your 
life-biood away. He draws you to him and uno him- 
self; while bound down, glued to the grounil, power- 
less, you feel yourself gradually emptied iato this 
horrible pouch, which is the monster. 

This slimy monster, the Devil-Fish party 
of Chicago, lies upon the city and envelopes 
it with its tentacles, like an incubts Its 
tentacles are corrupt men in the City-Hgll 
and in the County Building, Councilmen and 
Commissioners, contractors and jobbers, 
dead- beats and bummers, thieves, gamblers, 
and bunko-steerers, saloon-loafers and va- 
grants, and all that mass of corruption, igno- 
rance, superstition, dishonesty, and criminal- 
ity which exists inside the party and hangs 
upon its skirts. There are the Cour eil and 
ite bummers ; the County Commissioners and 
their bummers; the County Clerk and his 
bummers ; the Recorder and Sheriff and their 
bummers ; the Poor-House authorities and 
their bummers; the Court-House Bing and 
its bummers. All these tentacles and more 
are wound about the city, holding it with 
their tightening cords, while the Devil- 
Fish sucks and feeds upon the blood of the 
community. Look at the work that has 
already been accomplished by this festering 
mass of absorbent corruption. It has ab- 
sorbed all the dishonesty, and villainy, and 
ignorance of the city. This would not be an 
evil of itself, but it did not stop there. It 
bas absorbed all the offices, every depart- 
ment and branch of the City and County 
Government. It has absorbed and devoured 
the taxes. It has swept into its pouch, 
“which is the monster,” all the city and 
county contracts, and has gorged upon them. 
It has absorbed the whole system of out-door 
relief, and feeds upon the paupers, and crip. 
ples, and other unfortunates whe have 
been dragged into its remorseless ma w.

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BUILDING AND THE FIRE-ORDINANCE. 
The only opposition encountered by the ex- 


tension of the fire-limits after the great fire 
of 1871, and again after the fire of the sum- 
mer of 1874, when the fire-limits were made 
co-extensive with the city-limits, was partly 
selfish and partly sentimental. The selfish 
part of it came from speculators in outside 
property who desired to increase its present 
value by the rapid construction of cheap 
houses, whereby it was thought that it could 
be made a residence locality more quickly 
than otherwise. The sentimental part of it 
came from those who ostentatiously spoke for 
the poor man,” and insisted that he should 
have the right to endanger the whole city by 
setting up cheap frame shanties on wooden 
pins. The experience of the past year has 
completely demonstrated the falsity of both 
phases of the opposition to the general fire- 
ordinance. Without consulting comparative 
building statistics, we think we may safe- 
ly assert that there has never been a 
year during which so large a number of 
dwellings, accommodating so large a number 
of people, have been erected. Of the 1,800 
or 1,900 structures built within a year, the 
great bulk were either dwelling-houses, or 
dwellings and stores combined. But the un- 
usually large number of new buildings is not 
the only evidence that the fire-ordinance has 
been no hardship. Rents are much cheaper, 
A good brick house can now be rented for 
about the same price as, and frequently for 
much less than, a frame house two years ago. 
The substitution of brick for wood is eco- 
nomical in a variety of ways. Men are willing 
to invest their money in houses who pre- 
ferred to use it in some other way under the 
old system, for the investment is safer than 
it was before. The danger of destruction by 
fire is decreasing with every year and every 
month. Every solid brick house that is 
erected is practically a new fire-wall. The 
result is that fires are decreasing in numbers, 
and very materially in the amount of 
property destroyed. Insurance rates are very 
much lower, and the value of insurance pol- 
icies largely enhanced by the increased prob- 
ability of their being paid in case of loss. 
The cost of repairs is considerably lessened, 
and the value of the buildings more perma- 
nent and uniform. A brick house that has 
stood five years is worth about as much as 
when it was first constructed, if the cost 
of material and labor remain the same, 
while a frame house five years old has hardly 
half the value of its original cost. Finally, 
it has been ascertained that the cost of brick 
houses may be kept within 10 per cent more 
than the cost of wooden houses of the same 
size. These are some of the reasons 
why there has been so much building 
during the past year. There will be 
still more building in the future in propor- 
tion to the prosperity and increase of busi- 
ness and population, because capitalists have 
learned to content themselves with lower in- 
terest on their investments in consideration 
of groater security. All these tendencies are 
vital helps to the steady growth of Chicago, 
with which every resident, whether rich or 
poor, capitalist or laborer, is fully identified. 
In the face of this experience, it is not likely 
that there will ever again be an important 
agitation for a return to the old and fatal sys- 
tem of building frame houses. Every change 
in the future will be in the direction of in- 
creased protection from fire as dictated by 
economic considerations. 


LIGHT WANTED. 

There is something queer about the break- 
up of the School of Natural History on Peni- 
kese Island, which Jon Anpzrson, of New 
York, founded, and which Prof. Acassiz con- 
ducted during the last year of his life. Mr. 
ANDERSON, a noted tobacco-manufacturer and 
a man of eccentric and great generosity, one 
of whose acts was to settle a pension on Gam- 
BALDI, gave Penikese Island, his summer 
home, for the site of the school, and added 
$50,000 as the nucleus of an endowment 
fund.” Prof. Acasstz planned the school- 
buildings and drew up a schedule of the fur- 
niture, aquaria, microscopes, and other mova- 
ble property needed. His plans were fully 
carried out. The buildings cost $28,000 and 
the rest a trifle less than $10,000. The 
school, which was intended only for the 
instruction of teachers, was a great suc- 
cess. Acasstz said, in a letter to 
an English scientist, that he considered it his 
most satisfactory achievement in the cause of 
scientific education. When he died, $10,000 
of the Anperson fund remained. The school 
was conducted by his son, Prof. ArexanprE 
Acassiz, during 1874. When it closed, in 
November of that year, there was a deficit of 
nearly $1,500. The Trustees, who are said 
to have steadily snubbed the founder of their 
trust, asked Mr. Ayprrson to make up this 
deficit. He at once did so, but declined to 
contribute further. He has since been bit- 
terly assailed in the Bogton press for what 
the Hub is pleased to consider his niggardly 
churlishness. No Massachusetts man, how- 
ever, has added a cent to the resources of 
the school. There has been no session 
of the latter since last November. A 
few days ago it was announced that 
a great debt had been incurred, how, no- 
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Trustees certainly have one of the 
finest possible opportunities to explain. It 
is to be hoped that their side of the story 
may show that this splendid gift to scientific 
education has not been mismanaged, or worse.

Sublime Porte ought to be received with 
hearty praises by the inflationist press of the 
country. The B. P. has risen to the occa- 
sign, or half-way there. The plan he has 
adopted for meeting the over-due liabilities 
of his Empire is worthy of his title. It is 
sublime,—sublime cheek, From the ist of 
next January the interest on the Turkish 
ddbt is to be paid half in cash and half in 5 
per cent bonds.

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THE LAW OF ELECTIONS. 

The, Constitution of the State of Dlinois 
provides for the election of various officers, 
State, county, district, and town, under such 
laws and regulations as may be provided by 
law. The laws of the State, therefore, with the 
exception that they may be repealed or amend- 
ed by the Legislature, have the same force as 
if written in the Constitution. 

When we consider that the law-making and 
law-executing officers of the Government, 
including the judiciary, are chosen by the 
people at elections ; that these officers levy 
taxes, collect taxes, expend taxes, and con- 
sume taxes; that the rights of property and 
of person, and the protection of person and 
property, depend on the character and in- 
tegrity of the men elected to office, it follows 
that elections in this country are of the ut- 
most importance to the whole people. The 
depravity of man has not spared the ballot- 
box. Fraud has become so general that State 
Legislatures have been compelled to surround 
the ballot-box with every description of re- 
straint and requirement to protect it from 
frand, and the statute-books are filled with 
penal enactments providing punishments for 
violations of the honesty of elections. In this 
State there have been such laws from the 
foundation. We have recently had the 
various election laws revised and re-enacted 
in a single law, so as to express in a clear and 
straightforward way the manner in which 
elections shall be held in this State to be 
legal. The whole law concerning elections 
in Illinois may be thus stated: 

1. All elections shall be held on the day 
appointed by law for that purpose. 

2. The election precincts in each county, 
or city, shall be established by the legal 
authorities of such city or county, who shall 
also designate judges of election for such 
precincts, 

8. The judges of election for each precinct 
shall appoint two clerks; and both judges 
and clerks shall be sworn. 

4. Thirty days’ notice shall be given of all 
general elections, and twenty days’ notice of 
any special election. 

5. The polls shall be opened at 8 a. m., and 
close at 7 p. m. : 

6. Each clerk shall keep a poll-list, on 
which the name of each person voting shall 
be entered, and opposite his name the num- 
ber of such voter, and the ballot of such 
voter shall be indorsed with a corresponding 
number. 

7. The result of such election shall be re- 
turned, which return be signed by the 
judges and attested by the clerks. 

8. Two legal voters shall be allowed in the 
room where the election is held, to act as 
challengers, and the same may remain until 
the votes are counted and the result declared. 

These are requirements of law for all legal 
elections in the State of Mlinois, and have 
the same force and authority as if written in 
the Constitution. The distinctive features of 
a legal election are: Notice; sworn judges 
aud clerks; list of voters numbered, and 
numbered ballots; returnsof election certi- 
fied by clerks, with the ballots and poll- 
lists; the presence of challengers while the 
election is progressing and while votes are 
counted. 

But it has been formally decided by the 
Courts, in a controversy involving the whole 
governmental machinery of a community of 
half a million of people, holding several hun- 
dreds of millions of property subject to taxa- 
tion, that an election held without notice, 
without clerks, without sworn judges, with- 
out any list of persons voting, without any 
record of the number of votes polled, with- 
out any returns attested by clerks, without 
any return of poll-list, is just as legal, as val- 
id, and as conchusive, as if the law had been 
complied with.

and the number of votes to be returned for 
each candidate at each precinct was all ar- 
ranged before the election. Laws were. in- 
operative, and elections in that city were 
absolutely controlled by the dishonest man- 
agers of both parties. The Convention 
which framed the new Oonstitution 
put an end to this disgraceful busi- 
ness, by reforming the manner in 
which the judges of election are appointed 
and the votescanvassed. The elections there 
now are as honest as they are ordinarily else- 
where. Something of this kind is essential 
in this city if we are to have elections here 
any more. At present, the judges of elec- 
tion are practically selected by the candidates, 
and candidates in large cities are often of the 
most desperate and dishonest character. The 


manufacture of election returns is incidental | 


to elections in large cities, and, as the law of 
elections is no longer efficacious in prevent- 
ing freuds, the natural remedy and prevent 
ive is to have honest, competent men ap- 
pointed to conduct the elections. This can 
only be done by making the selection of the 
judges of election in some other way than 


The October number of Brownson'’s Heview 
announces that with that number the publica- 
tion will cease.

He was born in 1803 in 
Vermont. In his early years his exclusive read- 
ing was the Scriptaresjand such Calvianistie lit- 
erature as happened within his reach.

He preached through New England and New 
York, and wrote voluminously for various relig- 
ious periodicals. fle entered warmly into Ronzar 
OwEn’s scheme of social reform, aod in 1828 took 
part in the organization of a Workingmen’s party 
in New York. In 1832 he became an Unitarian 
minister, and entered largely into the study and 
discussion of philosophy and theology. From 
this time until 1843 be was a prolific writer upon 
all questions of theology, producing a number 
of works. During this time, he has since de- 
clared, he had accepted and vindicated nearly 
every error into which the human race had ever 
fallen. In 1844 he joined the Roman Catholic 
Church, and for thirty years has labored to ad- 
"vance the doctrines of that Church. In 1845 he 
started Brownson's Review, which, except dur- 
ing a temporary suspension, he has published 
ever since. 

Intellectually, he has been conspicuous not 
only in this country, but in various States of 
Europe. His books and treatises have all been 
reproduced abroad, where his fame as a philoso- 
pher and publicist has been wide-spread. 

Mr. Brownson has had no bed of roses in his 
religious associations. He has been no less an 
extremist in the Catholic Church than he was 
when a Calvinist. With him there has never 
been any middle course, nor any toleration of a

LATEST PARIS MODES. 

Lucy Hooper, in a letter from Paris, Sept. 17, 
tothe Philadelphia Telegraph, says: At the 
leading dressmakers’ a severer and simpler atyle 
appears to prevail at present than that which 
has bet n in vogue for some time past. The in- 
troduction of brocades and velvet-flounced silks 
for the trains of dresses have necessitated com- 
parative plainnees in the skirts of full-dress 
toilettes. The back of the dress is usually 
formed of brocade or velvet-damasked silk or 
satin, falling in a long train and perfectly plain; 
the froat of the skirtis of plain silk, and is 
either covered with along fringe-bordered tablier, 
or is trimmed with plaitings aod ruchiugs. One 
dress recently displayed by Pingot was of steel- 
gray silk, striped in ribbon-grass pattern with 
rose piak ; the skirt was bordered all round with 
a fuli rachipg, and was covered in front with a 
very long tablier of plam gray silk, bordered 
with a knotted sewing-sil« fringe. The cuirass 
waist was of gray silk, the sleeves of striped silk 
fitting close tothe arm. with a narrow-plaited 
rule at the waist ornamented with a small 
gray bow at the side. The corsage was 
cut up into a polot at the back 80 as to 
afford free passage for the train, which was 
laid in large square plaite at the waist. This 
peculie rly youthful and elegant toilette was in- 
tended for a young American belle. Aproo over- 
skirts of heavy net, edged with fringe, are the 
latert innovation. They come iu worsted net for 
cashmere costumes and walking dresses, aud in 
sewing-silk net for evening toilettes. A very 
handseme costume of brown Indies cashmere 
(what.s known at home 2s camel's hair) aud 
brown silk was shown. The corsage was cut very 
long aid square in front, sfter the fashion of 
a Louis Quinze vest, while bebind the whole 
overdress aud waist were cut in one in the Prin- 
cesse style, the long end of the overskirt being 
looped at tie side in very graceful scarf-like 
fasmon. The whole of this overdresq or polo- 
naise was composed of alternate bands of brown 
silk aud casamere. The skirt was of brown 
silk, berdered at the bottom with two deep 
full ru bing, one of cashmere and the other 
of silt; The n overskirt was of worsted 
pet, bordered with a worsted fringe, and was 
so deep as to touch the rachings around 
the 31 E. A black velvet dinner-dress was 
also shown. The long train was lined with 
satin, and was cut io squares along the edge and 
up the sides, where the train joined the side - 
breadt as. The front of the skirt was covered 
with a deep apron overskirt of heavy sewing- 
silk not; the meshes increased in size towards 
the botsaom of the overskirt. and in each mesh 
of the last two or three rows was hung a smal! 
silk tassel ; this overskirt was bordered with 4 
wide silk fringe. A very beautiful ball-dress 
for a lady in slight mourning was composed of 
heavy black sk trim with plaited 
flounees ; the overdress wos composed of a 
white Valenciennes inserting end strips of black 
silk gauze; it wa» bordered with a wide ruflle of 
Valenciennes lace, and wes drawn in a rich full 
drapery behind, which drapery was also border- 
ed witli Valenciennes. 

For young girls, light mized clothes in grays, 
fawns, and drabs are shown, as well as mixed 
plaids in the same material; these. of course, 
are ou y for walking-dresses. The new material 
for trönming bonnets is a plain heavy surah in 
solid oolors, not brocaded as it was last vear, 
but of much richer quality.

THE STRAUSS. 

A Vienna letter the Indianapolis Journal 
says: Strauss is pet and pride in 3 
musical way. But it is not the great Strauss 
the BDeautiful-Blhe- Danube Strauss- I 
heard an American fall him. The greatest in- 
deed was the father of bis three sons, Johann, 
Joseph, and Edouard. Johann is far above his 
brothers. He wrote the Danube waltz, and so 
many others far prettier. He was at the Boston 
Jubilee, and set all Amerion dancing, and the 
Americans generally are disappointed when they 
come to Vienna and go at once to hear Strauss, 
of course, to find that it ig not the Beautiful- 
Blue-Danube Stra He is, indeed, honored 
by the Viennese mopt, but he bas quit writing 
waltzes for f and only writes them 
for pastime, ani is above concert play- 
ing now. His last opera, Le Reine 
Indigo,” Which was Drought: out in Paris, 
was an immense success. And when 
he returne home tp Vienna be shrouds himself 
from the vulgar gage. He is striving for a place 
among the masters, aod he knows exclnsiveness 
is not least among the elements which go to 
make up contemporary fame. Joseph, the 
mazourks composer, is dead. Edouard, whose 
specialty is polkas, lives and wields the baton 
nightly, to the 12 00 of the Viennege, who 
crowd round his stamd, and follow every motions 
and applaud every /fine stroke of leadership he 
makes. When he begins to play vou will see 
the people walking, and, in distant parts of the 
gardens, running. to get close to the pavilion, 
that they may not ipsea note. They do this in- 
deed for all garden music, but in greater num- 
bers for Strauss. I have frequently watched 
the crowd surging from one pavilion to the 
other and back all evening, Strauss, Edouard 
Strauss, is a very ¢onsequential personage and 
somewhat of a coxcomb. He is rather above 
medium height and spare in person. He has 3 
round German head, dark olive complexion, 
thick wavy masses of enxiously-brushed jet- 
black hair, which im cut “high in 
the af the German fashion, 
giving somewhat the ap- 
pearance of an apple on a stick, for bis neck is 
mall and rather long. A round face, closely 


shut month, straight nose, eyes of dark soft 
brown, woodronsly full of expression, straight 


black eyebrows, héavy black mustache and im- 
perial, the former waxed to such a length and 
stiffness that.I am always watching for him to 
mt it when be gets to waving his arms around 
at the climax of a piece. He dresses with 
elegance and with great attention to detail. His 
general costume in summer is white trowsers, 
vest, and shirt. with a tail standing collar, black 
neck-tie, and black swaliow-tail coat. His right 
hand is loaded with rings; pot less than three 
on each of three fingers. He is very gorgeous 
to behold when he stands up aod gives the pre- 
monitory raps. He plays principally “Strauss” 
music, which, whether it be from the operas, 
waitzes, or mazourkas of bis brother, or poikas 
of his own, bas a commos characteristic, a dis- 
tinct family likeness, a Strauss peculiarity,” 
very sweet tothe ears of the Viennese. He u 
always rapturously/epcored, to which he quickly 
responds, generally having a second piece in 
waitiag. 

Whatever Strauss' merits as a composer mar 
be, which 1 leave te judges of music, he is really 
a fine leader. He is not a sympathetic, aseui- 
ing leader, full of teserve power like Theodore 
Tuomas, but is a leader full of ne acd enthusi- 
asm, a0 embodimest of the Viennese passion.“ 
He leads all over; with ovearm, with both arms, 
with his head, his pyebrows and eyes, keeping 
time constantly with a sort of stamping, jump- 
ing motion of both feet, which shakes him all 
over as if he were standing on an electric bat- 
tery. He is a bundle of nerves, aod there is a 
good deal of electricity about him. He carries 
his orchestra with him perfectly. He intonates 
every part of the melody with wonderful ex- 
pression. fou can see soxiety flit across his face 
as he turns 1 orchestra for a new 
harmony, and, shonid there be a false measure, 
a look of pain and flisgust comes on bis counte- 
nance, which punishes the blunder then and 
there. Frequently, especially when bis own 
pieces are being re be leads with bis 
own violin, and while he plays he never ceases 
his two-footed bduncing dance, to mark the 
time. He doeen't draw long bow.” He is 
asawkwerdin the use of it a man sawing 
wood. He saws his violin. He rakes it with a 
stiff wrist and a fierce, jerky motion, but he 
sends his melody far out and beyond the whole 
orchestra, which va cg simultaneously with bim. 
There are about ty men in his orchestra, one 
harp-player, who ig a woman. In real excellence 
I think Theodore Thomas’ surpasses it. For 
the rendition of 
changes, sweet melodies, and quick measures, 
and for a verve and elan which is a Viennese mu- 
sical characteristic, 1 think Strauss' orchestra is 
the best. —

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ARTISTS’ FETE AT DORF. 
Herr Paick, the German Ouldes Minister lately 
visitod Dusseldorf to select à site for the new 
Academy of the Fine Arts; and was received by 
the artista with grand festivities,—one feature 
of which is thas described by a correspondent 
Qf the New York Jridune: At 9 p. m. there was 
a toreblight procession, with fireworks in the 
Malkasten. All were artists who joined in tne 
procession, and all were to be in costume. We 
reached the garden just before 9 o'clock. It had 
rained in the afternoon, but we found people 
seated at small tables about the grounds, with 
beer or wine before them. We wandered about 
the grounds, and bung round the entrance 
where the procession was forming. The artists 
looked wonderfully picturesque in their fancifal 
costumes, After waiting some time, a great 
number who had been dressing in the upper 
part of the building burried down the nar- 
row, wading stairs in their’ brilliant 
dresses, knighte in armor, gay cava⸗ 
ers, pages, fine gentlemen in Louis 
Quatorze style, m Louis Qninze, in every im- 
aginable costume in fact. We then went out 
upon the court at the back of the Malkasten, 
and stood at the top of the long flight of marble 
steps to see the procession pass. 2 & moment 
the procession came along, every one in cos- 
tume, as I said. Thev waved their spiendid 
pier one torches. wildly in the air, making 
hem flare tremendously in the black night. 
First came a herald to clear the way, whe 
thrust his blazing torch in front of him, —right 
among .tbe crowd. Then came knights, 
gentlemen in costumes of all ages and coun- 
tries, court fools in classic dress, euttivg 
up all sorts ‘of capere. Then three solemn 
storks, most ridiculous creatures. They looked 
uke antedifuvian storks, so big and ancient they 
were. All turned as they the distin- 
guished guest« upon the steps and made a dig- 
nified salute. A group in Eastern dress followed, 
bearing sioit = panier of grapes, most gor- 
geous to behold. There were splendid banners 
and devices, all seen plainly in the brilliant light. 
Then ail vanished into the deep woods, appear- 
ing again, a shining line of light among the 
trees, as they made their way to the Teich, the 
Malkasten Lake. It is a pretty little pond, bor- 
dered with splendid trees and magnificent water- 
plants. The procession went gaily on, the torches 
waving wildly, and music playing. Suddenly it 
used, aud magnificent rockets whizzed up 
— opposite us on the further bank. 
candies, Catherine wheels, fiery serpents, aod 
shooting-stars went off at once. Bengal lights 
burned everywhere. The shores of the lake 
were thronged with a gay and brilliant crowd, 
which was reflected in the lake below. The pro- 
cession halted close to the edge, and the splen- 
did costumes aud flaring torches were also re- 
peated ip the still water. The whole place was 
a blaze of light. Justthen two enormous frogs 
—artists dressed in character—plunged into the 
water and disported themselves gayly. A beau- 
tiful boat, dressed all in flowers, and bearing a 
lovely lady, the Genius of the Rhine with a lyre 
in ber hand, flowers on her bead and scattered in 
her lap, enormous dragon flies, brilliant birds 
aud butterfies floating about her, glided from 
the shore and sailed slowly across the lake. A 
circle was formed. and all danced around, throw- 
ing their biazing torcbes into s heap in the cen- 
tre. Then, as the flames burned high, they be- 
gan jumping through the fire. This scene was 
mad enough. Some of the artists cavght fire 
and bad to be put out. Then they jumped over 
one another aod through the flames, singing and 
dancing. I never saw anything more fantastic. 
—it was like the witoenes Sabbath. At last, as 
the fire burned low, we went home, but left 
crowds of people sitting around tables in the 
damp grass. The festivities did not stop till 
after 1 o'clock. 


THE TOE OF ST. PET:cR'S STATYVE.

descriptions, and pictured representa‘ion—the 
seated bronze figure of St. Peter, whose meta! 
toe receives so many labial salutes as to require 
no chiropodist, but rather a protector against 
the constant attrition which wears away even 
the solid bronze. This is a seated life-size 
brouze figure in a chair of white marble, a stiff 
and ungraceful statue, with one hend grasping 
the pontifical key, and the other upraised in the 
atritude of bestowing a Papal blies aug, first two 
fingers extended, aod thumb and last two closed. 
The bronze toe of the seated figure projects a 
few inches beyond the pedestal, and an examin- 
ation of it revealed a smoothly worn depression 
caused by contact of ionumerable lips of the 
faithful. While I was standing bere two or three 
gathered near, apparentiy waiting their turn 
after I should have finished what they might 
have considered my devotions. I therefore 
stood aside, when first approac a woman lead- 
ing a little child; she kissed bronzed toe, 
pressed her forehead against it a moment, and 
then held up the mfaut to apply ite little lips. 
Then came a ragged. greasy-looking fellow, with 
red vest and what had once been a velveteen 
coat, with metal buttons, but was now a dust- 
colored remnant. His coarse, wooden-soled 
shoes were stained with the dust of the Camnpag- 
na, and his complexion tanned by the sun to the 
hue of darkened Russia leather. He clasped the 
foot with both hands, kissed reverently, fhabled 
at a pocket, and took out an old rosary, and 
went to a side chapel and knelt silently before 
an altar where a number of candies were burn- 
ing. Then came a workman, apparently. who 
ed the bronze toe with his sleeve before 
isaing, and finally a gentiemanly-lookirg indi- 
vidual, clad io Parisian garments of latest cos- 
tume, approached, and, after wiping the point 
of the extended foot with great care with hir 
perfumed linen handkerchief, be too bent his lips 
to respectfully salute it. Thus I witmessed the 
customary salute from the different grades of

Or, the Sphinx of Diana. 
A. D. 67. 

Ephesus —the red setting sun pouring its 
splendid light upon the marble city, and, above 
all, apon the maguificent temple of Diana, 
which had defied the fire of the madman Eros- 
tatus, and which, even in our days, remains in 
part to testify to the justice which declared it 
one of the seven wonders of the world. 

Ephesus, the setting sun, and the Ephesians 
pouring from all points upon Via Sacra—the 
Sacred Road—to see the strange seven Chris- 
tiaus pass. 

To all intents and purposes, the Ephesians 
were Romans in their religious ideas and habite. 
They were perfectiy liberal, and, as in Rome, 
Serapis, the favorite divinity of the Egyptians, 
had more than once become the fashion. 

But whether the wretched man Nero still 
young, for he died. scarcely 30, in the following 
year) was or was not mad, it is certain that ho 
was the first of the Roman Emperors consist- 
ently and syetematcaliy to persecute the Chris-

But the Romans, az a rule, did not persecute 
the Christians so much because of their faith as 
because they would not fight. 

Now, the Roman was bound to firht for bis 
country, if called upon, and be was frequently 
required to do 89; but the Christian quite ro- 
fused, couscientiously, to fight, and he pre- 
ferred, before doing 80, to be condemned to 
death as a coward. 

The Romans, however, appear at a very early 
period, to have seen that the men who could die 
for their faith were no cowards, while, by their 
very martyrdom, they demonstrated that they 
ought not to have been martyred. 

Hence, the Roman Judges found themselves 
in the dilemma of either letting the Cbrist:ans 
live, and thereby encouraging their faith amongst 
all those who bad no desire to fight for the Ro- 
man power, or of condewning them to death— 
not as cowards, but as men who denied the rec- 
ognized divinities. 


Christinas, however. were submitted to but a 


very simple ordeal if they dewmred to renounce 
Christiamty. All they bad to do was to burn a 
pinch of incense in the flame rising from the 
altar before the statue of a given deity, and 
they were thereby reconatituted Roman citizens. 

The greater number were true to their new 
faith, aod died,—chiefly in the arena, where, as 
an example to their feliow-citizens, they were 
thrown to the wild beasts, and without arms, 
that they might not have the honor, if they 
wished it, of defending themselves against the 
famishing. wild, huager-ferocious beaais. 

But. in Ephesus, Christians had scarcely been 
knows.

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DISTRICT JOBS. 
HOW A MILWAUKEE MAN GOT A CONTRAOCT—A MYS- 
TERIOUs $50,000. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Wasmxorox, Oct. 9.—The autocratic Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia have been 
conducting a system of comprehensive improve- 
ments here this summer, which, if authorized 
by the law under which this temporary tnum- 
virate holds power, must be authorized by a 
very strained construction of that law. The 
lahr authorizing the Commission permitted it 
to finish contracts which the old Board of 
Public Works had begun. The language of the 
law is almost as vague and indefinite as that. 
The Commissioners seem to have been as abso- 
Inte in their methods of construction of law as 
they are autocratie and absolute in their admin- 
istration of this District. All persons whe bad 
any knowledge of the tedious District investi- 
gations, and of the purpose of the ligislation 
creating this Board of Commissioners, will 
admit that Congress only intended that the 
contracts to be completed should not embrace 
comprehensive st:eet improvements, bbt should 
only go to finishing such necessary work as was 
essential for the health of the city and the safety 
of public travel. Congress certainly did not in- 
veod that the Commissiovers should take a 
bunghole and make a barrel to it, but they have 
been constantly doing this. The street improve- 
ments which they have been making this summer 
are almost as comprehensive, but not quite so 
destructive, as were those of the late Board of 
Public Works. Streets which were laid less 
than two years ago with costly wood-pavemets 
are being torn up, and relaid with other wood- 
pavements, or with concrete. One firm alone is 
doing work to the amount of $20,000 a day. 
Sewers are building, bridges are built, and new 
roads laid out and constructed in the remotest 
suburbs. There was an unfinished contract for 
a certain alley. The contract has been ex- 
tended so as to embrace the curbing and filling 
of an entire avenue. 

WORTHLESS PAVEMENTS, 

The pavemeots which ware laid two 
years ago, with guarantee on the of 
the contractors that they should be kept in 
good repair for three years, are pow being torn 
up as worthless, while no attempts are making 
to compel the contractors to fulfill their guaran- 
tees. The reason that this is not done is simple 
enough. The gaarantees are worthless. The 
District Government never fulfliled any of the 
conditions of its contracts, and, the lawyers say, 
cannot, therefore, now claim to bold the 
contractors responsible on their 
The contracts between 
ors and the old District Government 
called for payments every thirty days in cash 
for the work done. The payments were not 
made in cash every thirty davs; they were not 
made in cash at all, but iu depreciated District 
securities of all sorts, some of which were an 
over-issue, and most of which were not paid un- 
til long after the work had been completed, and 
many of the contractors had beeu ruined. 
The laches of the District Government 
itself, and the corrupt and reckless prodi- 
gality which characterized the administra- 
tionof the Board of Pubiic Works, have not 
only lost to the city the profits of a considerable 
portion of its fine scheme of improvements, but 
bave also rendered worthless its guarantees for 
good work. 

JONATHAN TAYLOR, OF MILWAUKEE, GETS A CON- 
TRACT. 

Mr. Jonathan Taylor, formerly member of 
the Common Council of Milwaukee, and late- 
ly s prominent contractor in this Dis- 
trict, has reoently called public attention to a 
new method of adjusting accounts with a part- 
ner, aud to what seems to be a curious 
operation of the District Commission- 


‘ers. Mr. Taylor was a member of the firm 


of Filbert & Taylor, which, under the old dynas- 
B. did a great amount of street-paving here. 

. Filbert, Taylor’s partner, obtained all the 
contracts in his own name, as be was on more 
intimate relations with the persons who had the 
authority to award contracts. It was not possi- 
ble for Taylor to obtain any money, except the 
vouchers were signed by Filbert; and, since the 
old Government is dead. and a general adjust- 
ment of affairs has been begun, Taylor claims to 
have been injured by his partner. He, accord- 
ingly, employed alaw-firm, one of whose members 
was prominently connected in Congress with the 
District Investigation, to bring suit nst his 
late partner, Dr. Filbert, for the sum of $100,v00. 
This amount Taylor claims to be due him from 
Filbert on account of partnership transactions. 
The suit has-recently begun. Filbert, in reply, 
claims, that all but $50,000 of this difference has 
been accounted for, and that Taylor knows very 
well himself that that $50,000 was expended 
in the interests of the copartnership, and 
for purposes which he well understood. Taylor 
rejoins that he knows nothing of the sort, aod 

is upon Dr. Filbert to make explanation of 
the disposition of that $50,000. Those who 
ought to know a great deal about District af- 
fairs sav that the cat in the meal-tub lies just 
there: that Taylor does know well what became 
of the $50,000, and that he knows that 
the publication of the facts, of which 
both he and Filbert are cognizant, 
with respect to that sum, would be very uncom- 
tortable for certain parties supposed to have 
powerful influence over the present Commis- 
sioners. Dr. Filbert, in any event, is very loath 
to tell what became of that $50,000, and Taylor 
is not understood privately to charge that Fil- 
bert has a it to himself. 

What became of it? The most strenuous ef- 
forts are making to prevent anybody from learu- 
ing that fact. Mr. Taylor would have been glad to 
have obtained a valuable covtract from the new 
Commissioners. Prior to the beginning of this 
suit against Dr. Filbert, Taylor was not able to 
ao 80; but, since the suit ~as begun, he has had 
assigned to him the contract for the paving with 
concrete of High street, in Georgetown. This 
contract is a large one; and. if the District 
bonds, in which the Commissioners pay for work, 
could be sold at par, instead of at 75 per cent or 
less, ex say that the profits of paving High 
street. etown, with concrete, would range 
from $40,000 to $50,000. 

This sum has a marvelous similarity to the 
amount which Mr. Taylor seeks to recover 
from Dr. Filbert. Meanwhile, it is as- 
serted that Mr. Taylor, in consideration of re- 
ceiving this contract, has agreed to discontinue 
farther 8 against Dr. Filbert. and to 
still leave the world in a mystery as to the dis- 
position of so large an amount of money by the 
old partnership of Taylor & Filbert. aylor, at 
all events, bas had the contract awarded 
him, and some of the witnesses who were 
relied upon to make a strong case against Dr. 
Filbert bave been informed that their services 
will not be needed. Taylor’s machinery for 
paving Higb street is all ready, and ne himself 
is in New York making arrangements to com- 
mence the work. The — difficulty be-

COMMERCIAL HONOR. 


Judge Rogers’ Decision in the 
Follansbee Board of 
Trade Case. 


The Power of the Board of Directors to 
Suspend Is Maintained. 


A in Bankruptcy Does Not 
: Satisfy the Rules of the 


Board, 


Therefore the Defendants’ Answer Is 
Sustained, 


The Circuit Court yesterday decided the de- 
murrer of Frank H. Follansbee to the answer of 
the Board of Trade to the biil recently filed by 
him for a writ of mandamus constraining the 
Board of Directors to restore him to the privi- 
leges of membership. The decision, which was 
delivered by Judge Rogers, is as follows: 

The petition in this ease sets forth that F. H. Fol- 

lansbee became a member of the Board of Trade of 
Chicago in 1869, and was such member when, on the 
ilth of June, 1874, he became financially embarrassed 
and insolvent, by misforiugae, and not by fraud or 
fault on his part; that he was unable to pay all his 
debts and 2 and perform all his contracts, one of 
which was a contract existing between him and J. O. 
Myers & Oo., who were also members of said Board; 
that said ** & Co, preferred a charge agsiast him, 
under Sec.9 of Rule 5 of the By-laws of the Board, 
for a failure upon his part to comply with and fulfill 
said contract, and such proceedings were had by the 
Board of Directors of said Board of Trade, upon said 
charge, that he was, on the 13th of July, 1874, suspend- 
ed from all privileges of in said Board. 
It is further in the petition that petitioner 
—continuing insolvent and unable to pay his debts— 
filed his petition in bankruptcy on the 3d day of May, 
1875; that in his schedule of debts that of Myers & 
Co, was included ; that they and all others of his cred- 
itors had notice of the proceeding; and that on the 
ist day of Se ber, 1875, he obtained, by the order 
and decree of the Court, a full discharge m all his 
deb te—neither Myers & A other of his red - 
tors objecting to or posing discharge ; 
he afterwards made applica on to the President and 
Directors of the said Board of Trade for relicf from 
the pretended suspension, and to be reinstated to the 
rights and priviliges of said Board, presenting at the 
time his discharge in bankruptcy, but his 
application was Hence he filed his petition in 
this case, — for a writ of mandamus command- 
ing the B and ite Directors to permit him to enter 
the rooms of the Board, and to exercise and enjoy all 
the privileges thereof, and thet he be restored to mem- 
bership in the said Board Trade, This relief is 
aaked upon two grounds: 

Firm That the Board of Directors of the corpora- 
tion had no to suspend bim, such power, if 
existing at ail, being in the itself, acting 
by all its members. 

Second—That the discharge from all bis debts and 
Obligatory contracts by cree in bankruptcy is 
such a settlement of the Myers & Co. debt or contract 
as entities him to reinstatement under Sec. 9 of Rule 
5 of the general rules or by-laws of the said Board of 
Trade. 


THE ANSWER OF THE BOARD OF TRADE 

to this petition admits many of the allegations of fact 
made by petitioner, but denies that bis failure to comply 
with the terms of his contracts with other 
members of the corporation was merely 
from financial inability or misfortune ; 
and avers that the charge preferred by Myers & Co. 
against petitioner was e by the Board of 
Directora, who found that he had failed to comply 
with the terms of said contract; that he had notice 
of the charge and opportunity to be heard in his own

The provisions of the charter of the Board of Trade 
of Chicago are materially and essentially different 
from those of the charter of the Milwaukee Board. 
Sec. 1 of the charter ot the Chicago Board suthorizes 
the persons com g the Board to make such rules, 
regulations, amd by-laws from time to time as they 
may think proper or necessary for the government of 
the corporation,” and Sec, 6 is as follows: “Said 
corporation shall have the right to admit or expel sach 
persons as they may see fit, in manner to be prescribed 
by the rules, regulations, and by-laws thereof.” Here 
the power is given to expel in such manner as might 
be prescribed the rules, regulations, 
and by-laws of corporation. The cor- 
poration did preacribe the manner, found 
in Sec. 9 of Rule 5, under which petitioner was sus- 
pended, This rule provides for charges against a 
member, and makes it the duty of the Directors to 
examine them, and if u is found that the party so 

failed to equitably adjust or comply 
promptly with the terms of any business obligation or 
contract, he shall be by them suspended from all priv- 
ileges of membership in the Association until the mat- 
ter complained of has been equitably or satisfactorily 
arranged or settled.” The adoption of this rule seems 
to fall directly within the power conterred upon the 
corporation by its charter, and this or a similar rule 
was held by the Supreme Court of this State to be a 
reasonable and just one.

SENATOR WOODARD ON LEADERS, 

Senator Woodard now took the floor, and 
said that he fully indorsed the action of the 
Chairman at the last meeting. If the rumors 
on the street were true, it was very cloubtful 
whetber they had any leaders now in place in 
the Republican party of Cook County fit to 
criticise the actions of the men who bad taken 
hold of the party at this moment. It was time 
for honest men to o . No Congressman 
had a right to sell the Republican party 
out at Washington, let it be owa 
that be did not, and when he did 
sell, it was only himself. It had 
been openly said on the street that a bargain 
bad been made for the sale of the Republican 


party in Cook County, and, if this was not 80, 
that Congressman ought to be there to deny the 
charge. He did not want to see the party con- 
trolled by men who would 
RUIN THE FINANCES 
of Cook County. He said the law in regard to 
the Treasurer was simply damnable. The Treas- 
urer was to receive $4,000 a year, and was to 
make asworo statement semi-annually of the 
total receipte and emoluments of the office, 
yet in e ite of this people said openly that if 
a man was elected to flil this position to retrieve 
bie fallen fortunes, he would make 910,000 « 
vear out of the office. He wanted it known, 
however, tbat no matter what in bad been 
made, thev gould not sell ou: fhe k County 
representation. 
MR. BOGUE ELUCIDATES, 

Mr. Bogue followed Mr. Woodard. sad said 
that some ties had advised that there be no 
County nvention held this fall. Mr. 
Farwell bad said that dent 
Grant had opposed such action dy his 
recent appointments. So far as seen during the 
fall, the question was whether Jacob Rehm 
would be a candidate for County Treasurer. 
But this was done away with now, and — 
was taking his place. Rehm would bot wor 
with the Republicans, but against them and he 
would be assisted by Charley Farwell, and they 
would do all they could against the Republican 


party. 
WOODARD AGAIN. 

Mr. Woodard again asked the privilege of 
saying a few words. Mr. Farwell was oaly suc- 
cessful when he went with the populace. t be 
was oo tbe wrong track thi- time. The Republicans 
of Cook County were better prepared than ever 
to seek and control the votes of honest men. A 
change was necessary, when honest men were to 
be brought to the fore as leaders, and reform 
would come. It was only to the Republican 
party that the pubhe could look for reform, and 
they were ready to secure it. A change was 
necessary more than ever before. If a man 
were elected for County Treasurer for the pur- 
pose of retrieving bis fallen fortune, be would 
speculate with the money belonging to the 
people. 

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 

The speaker continued: The present County 
Treasurer was a good Republican six months 
ago. But he had changed his politics since, be- 
cause he was afraid he could not turn over the 
people's money to the incomiog Treasurer, But 
the public demanded that he should turn over 
all ite funds to his successor or be considered a 
defaulter. 

MR. 


HURD 

said he wae extremely sorry to hear these asser- 
tions made. He knew nothing in regard 
to county affairs as relating to Ft. Miller; 
but in regard to the gentleman :anning io 
the Opposition movement, be knew what the con- 
ditions were. He probably knew the amount of 
bis indebtedness and who his creditors were aod 
to what amount. The conditions were these : 
That the money he expected to make out of the 
office would pay his debts. He could tell how 
the bargain was made and by whom. 

The salary of the County Treasurer was fixed 
at 24.000. Yet he expected to make $100,000 out 
of it the first vear. He would make the money out 
of it by loaning to banks or individvals the 
funds and get the interest and thus make the 
money to pay his debts. 

At this point Mr. Woodard asked the gentle- 
man if he understood that the Treasurer had to 
furnish a sworn statement twice a yearof the 
receipts and emoluments of his office. 

THE TREASURER’S DUTIES. 

Mr. Hurd said he was well aware of this law. 
It was the Treasurer's duty to pay over the 
moneys he had received every ten days, or at 
short intervals. He had to pay over prompt- 
ly all the receipts for municipal corporations 
and also the State. If he complied with this 
law, he would at no time have much money in 
bis hand. But the intention was to commit wiil- 
ful corruption, and any man ruoning for the 
office with such an object in mind ought so be 
rebuked. It was compulsory on s to 
whom were confided great trusts to account for 
all funds intrusted to them, and the County 
Treasurer sbould be compelied to do the same. 
The case now in court brought out sharply these 
points. Hesius could not do as he es, as it 
would be illegal. The bond made by a bank to 
an official for public money loaned to it was held 
to be illegal ard fraudulent. 

THE CHAIR ON CONVENTION. 

Ald. Schaffner said that Mr. Bogue had stated 
that there was opposititon to a convention this 
fall. The call was adopted last week. Six 
weeks ago a Conference Committee had been 
chosen, when it wae resolved to hold « conven- 
tion aod put a straight Republican ticket in the 
field. All at once, as the speaker had stated be- 
fore, an Opposition arose. But be would assume 
the responsibility as President of the Commit- 
tee of calling the Convention. He regretted that 
the meeting bad partaken so much of the nature 
of a ward gathering. He would bave preferred 
to have waited until after the campaign opened. 

Several voices—Tbis is as good a time as any 
to ventilate this matter. 

Mr. Spaulding, not a member of the Commit- 
tee, was ailowed to speak. He thought the 
members of the Committee had been dilatory 
in tbe diecharge of their duty, and moved to 
bave the Committee on Address report at the 
next meeting of the Central Committee. The 
Chair declined to entertain the motion. 

Mr. Mullin then moved to reconsider the ac- 
tion taken in regard to having the Committee on 
Address report to the Convention. Carried. 

Tbe Committee was then instructed to report 
an address at the meeting Saturday afternoon 
next at 3 o’clock in Parlor 44 Grand Pacific 
Hotel, after which the meeting adjourned.

THE CANDIDATES. 
EFFECT OF THE CHARTER DECISION, 

However unsatisfactory the charter election 
decision may bave been to the masses, it had one 
very salutary effect in killing off all the scrub 
politicians who were hoping to get into office 
through the success of either party, and at the 
same time it preserves in office a horde of 
mere cipbers who are not one whit better thau 
the men who are endeavoring to get in. An in- 
timate knowledge of how these officers behave 
and conduct themselves, under a charter 
that allows them illimitable scope 
for pilfering and enriching themselves, will have 
a tendency to awaken the great voting masses 
to a sense of their duties. In this manner the 
present administration in causing the postpone- 
mont of a city election this fall may only bottle 
up the lightming which will flash them out of 
existence when they do call an election. Some 
of the Aldermen will certainly find themselves 
in thelurch. The charter provides for but thirty- 
six Aldermen, and these are to be chosen from 
equally populous districts of the city. The pres- 
ent ward system will be overturned entirely, 
and with it the political influence + at least 3 


result in leaving it but about eight Aldermen in 
lace of the fourteen it now possesses. The 
jortb Side will probably lose three or four repre- 
sentatives out of the ten itfhow possesses, while 
the West Division will gain almost as much as 
the other Divisions lose. 
A QUIET SEASON. 

The fact that there wil! be no city election this 
fall bas of course weakened both parties so 
materially that neither will do any very active 
fighting after the conventions are once beld and 
the nominations given to the public. bis dull- 
ness ie still farther increased by the small num- 
ber of the offices to be voted for, aod the insignifi- 
cance of not a few of the candidates. One 
County Treasurer, one Superior Court 
OCierk, one Oounty Surveyor,.two Judges, 
and five count Commissioners, three 
of whom are — by the outside towns, make 
up the list. Foreach of these the candidates 
are legion. For County Treasurer at the hands 
of the Republicans, Thomas A. Hill is making a 
very le showiog, while the ition 
are somewbat dividedon Hesingand Keelev. 

For the Clerkship of the Superior Court, Mr. 
Jonn F. Fmerty is acknowledged to have the 
lead. The latest announced candidate is Ald. 
Cullerton, of the Seventh Ward. He is an ac- 
complished politician, aod may cause some of 
the other candidates considerable trouble 
with his wire-pulling. Thomes F. Judge is an- 
other candidate, aud he holds the balance of 
power, toa certain extent. He is not thought 
to have enough strength to help himself in the 
slightets, yet his support would be quite a boon 
to either of the other candidates. 

IN THE REPUBLICAN RANKS, 
candidates for the Clerkship are vot very nu- 
merous. Lester Coffeen. the present Deputy, is

It is absolutely necessary to give tax-payers the 
same facilities in arranging the prelimmaries to 
the payment of taxes that prudent men provide 
im conducting their ordinary businesse—that is, 
the selection of competent and honest clerks 
and agents. Large corporations elect «a 
Presidevt and Board of Directors,—either 
personally or by proxy,—and m 
cases where the stockholders are assessed each 
year to sustain the institution, they are very 
likely to see to it tLat their votes count in elect- 
ing the management. Cook County and the 
City of Chicago are simply large corporations, 
and the tax-payers are the stockholders. They 
will give the degree of attention to the employ- 
ment aod faithfulness of their servants that 
they do to their clerks and cashiers in other en- 
terprises, providing their organization makes the 
relation of employer and employe direct and 
simpie. The press bas certainly discharged its 
duty, both in exposing fraud and in exhorting 
citizens to vote for good men.

ST. JAMES’ CHURCH. 
REOPENING SERVICES. 

The reopening of St. James’ Episcopal Church 

wee celebrated last evening with appropriate 

emonies, in which Bishop Clarkson, of Ne- 
braska, the Rev. Clinton Locke, D. D., the Rev. 
Efiward Sallivan, D. D., Canon Knowles, and 
others of the city clergy, took part, with the Rev. 
J. J. Harris, D. D., the Rector of St. James. 
The church was organized in 1834; the first edi- 
nee was built in 1836; anda second and larger 
om the present site, corner of Cass and Huron 
streets, in 1857, which was destroyed in the great 
fire, when the new church was erected the open- 
ing of which was celebrated last evening. 
The present edifice, which was last night 
opened, is one of the largest and bandsomes: in 
this city, and one of which the parish may well 
be proud. 

The services opened with the 192d Hymn, 
ITriumphant Zion.“ followed by reading of the 
Eructavit cor meum and the Deus noster 
réfugium.” The first lesson was from Isaiah 
IX., 15-19, followed by the anthem, Cantate 
Domino.” The second lesson was from Rev. 
xki., 2-5, succeeded by the anthem Deus 
Miseratur.” The Apostles Creed was then re- 
cited, after which prayer was offered. 

The opening address was made by Dr. Harria, 
in which he made graceful reference to the 
restoration of the dear old church in more stasely 
:ü than before. He introduced Bishop 
(Qarkson,of Nebraska, former Rector of St. James. 
who bricily sketched the history of the church 
from its foundation to the present time. In 
passing, Bishop Clarkson made pleagant allusion 
to the time when on leaving the East to enter 
upon the Rectorship of the church his friends 
bade him farewell as one bound ona mission to 
u far-off land, aud be set his face toward Chicago 
ab a place abounding in canal-boats and mos- 
quitoes, and where the inhabitants frequently 
mysteriously disappeared from sight in the sur- 
rounding swamps. 

The Rey. Dr. Thompson, formerly Rector of 
St. James, followed in a brief address, in which 
<4 recounted some of the earlier struggles of 
the Church. The exercises concluded with the 
289th Hymn, From all that dwell below the 
skies, followed by prayer and the benediction.
